of the Federal Department of Agri¬ 
culture. Incidentally this year field 
lots of both Irish Cobbler and Russet 
Burbank varieties were certified at 
this Station. There has been a big de¬ 
mand for certified potato seed, and 
while a quantity was raised all of the 
Station supply has been sold. A num¬ 
ber of other potato growers in south- 
crd Alberta, however, have had their 
seed certified and the names of these 
can be scccred by writing to this Sta¬ 
tion. 

In saving seed, from 1000 to 1500 
pounds per acre are reserved for 
each acre that is to be planted. If 
medium sized seed is used, which is 
preferable, about 1200 pounds are re¬ 
quired. 

One interesting feature noticed in 
our cellar is that all of the 9mall po¬ 
tatoes of the Irish Cobbler variety 
have been saved for sprouting. for 
early potatoes. This sprouting is ac¬ 
complished by spreading these small 
potatoes out in a light attic room 
where the temperature ranges from 
50 degrees to 65 degrees above zero 
most of the time and never drops to 
freezing. When placing these pota¬ 
toes in the attic for sprouting they 
are either laid on the floor or in flats, 
care being taken to place seed ends 
up. The Head Gardener advises that 
the room should be light enough tQ 
cause the potato skins to turn a dis¬ 
tinct greenish shade and in about 
three or four weeks sprouts will ap¬ 
pear and in another two or three 


1 St. Hyacinthe had abolished the 
dole, he emphasized. The unemploy¬ 
ed worker to gain; they were paid in 
proportion to their labor.

The car 
was forty feet long and had brass 
hand railways. It had bunks for 
sleeping purposes and was the first 
‘sleeper’ ever constructed. George M. 
•Pullman,—then engaged* in moving 
and raising small frame railway de¬ 
pots. in this section of Canada, was 
an interested visitor of the shops at 
the time. It was in the same year* 
that he also evolved his first sleep¬ 
ing car. When the Brantford car was 
dismounted, Mr. T. Burnley secured 
the royal coat-of-arms and presented 
them to Brant Masonic Lodge.”—

Spring cultivation of land is pri¬ 
marily; 

1. To destroy weeds before the 
seed is planted. 

2. To prepare a seed bed so that 
the- seed may fre placed in the soil in 
such a manner that it will germinate 
as evenly, quickly and vigorously as 
possible. 

3. ‘To keep the soil from drifting 
until protected by the growing crop. 

To Destroy Weeds 

V inter annuals such as mustard 
and stink weed must be killed by cul¬ 
tivation before seeding or they will 
have a distinct advantage over the 
spring seeded crop. Thorough and com 
plete cultivation is necessary for the 
killing of this type of weeds. Culti¬ 
vating with the one-way disc is usu¬ 
ally quite effective in cutting off win¬ 
ter annuals, but there is some dangei 
of the cut plapts growing again, that 
is being merely transplanted, if the 
oil is wet. Under such conditions a 
barrow dragged- behind the one-way 
may pull the weeds on to the surface 
where they will dry out and die. This 
method was used effectively last 
spring by a number of farmers who 
were using the combined one-way seed 
er or tiller combine for seeding. 
Where the duekfoot cultivator is used, 


The new provincial sales tax is ex¬ 
pected to oome into effect on May 1.

so that they can be killed by cultiva¬ 
tion before the crop is seeded. Where 
this type of weed is expected to be 
troublesome, it may he advisable to 
give a shallow cultivation, perhaps 
with a disc to cover tip any seeds that 
ore lying on the surface so that they 
will germinate quickly. The ideal con¬ 
dition for seeding grain is to have the 
♦ op surface loose enough for the drill 
to penetrate easily to the moisture 
and to have the moisture within two 
inches of the surface. 

Drifting 

In any spring preparation practised 
at the Station, the soil is left in such 
condition that it wilt not be in danger 
of drifting before the crop has reach¬ 
ed sufficient height to furnish protec¬ 
tion. Fairly deep cultivation with the 
duekfoot usually brings up sufficient 
lumps to protect loam soils. Where 
trash is present the same Care is tak¬ 
en to leave as much of the trash on 
'the surface as possible. Under ex¬ 
treme eonditiqps, spring ploughing 
may he desirable to prevent drifting. 
Scattering straw or manure after 
seeding on spots that start to drift 
may also he resorted to.
